SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

At  the  annual  Town  election  held  in  March,  George  J.  P.  Stevens  was  re¬ 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  3  year  term.  The  Board  organized 
as  follows:  John  E.  Flynn,  Chairman;  Wallace  S.  Carter,  Clerk;  George 
J.  P.  Stevens,  Member. 

In  1964,  51  applications  for  building  permits  were  received.  Of  this  number 
46  permits  were  issued  by  the  Board  for  new  buildings  or  alterations  to  exist¬ 
ing  buildings,  with  a  total  estimated  value  of  $219,479.00. 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  numerous  hearings  and  meetings  throughout  the 
area  on  area  planning,  river  pollution  and  other  area  problems.  The  start  of 
construction  of  Interstate  Route  495  brought  with  it  many  problems.  Members 
of  the  Board  visited  both  the  Boston  and  Danvers  offices  of  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  numerous  times  to  confer  with  state  officials,  and  engi¬ 
neers  of  the  State  DPW  have  attended  meetings  in  the  town  offices  to  keep 
the  Board  advised  as  to  the  future  construction  plans.  Both  state  officials, 
and  officials  of  the  George  Brox  Construction  Company,  the  Contractor  build¬ 
ing  the  highway,  have  extended  every  courtesy  to  members  of  the  Board  in 
settling  all  problems  in  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned. 

As  sirected  by  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  Board  has  through  area  legislators 
petitioned  the  state  legislature  to  allow  the  Water  Department  to  operate  on  a 
receipt  basis  rather  than  on  appropriation  from  the  town  meeting  as  it  does  at 
present. 

As  approved  at  a  special  town  meeting,  the  Selectmen  have  applied  for  and 
received  approval  for  an  interest  free  loan  from  the  Federal  Housing  and  Home 
Administration,  for  the  advance  planning  of  a  sewerage  system  for  the  Town. 

For  this  purpose,  the  Town  has  engaged  the  services  of  the  engineering  firm  of 
Camp,  Dresser  and  McKee  of  Boston. 

A  proposal  to  install  sewerage  pipes  under  Interstate  495  in  conjunction  with 
the  construction  of  the  highwayvos  disapproved  at  a  special  town  meeting. 

Continuing  the  plan  to- modernize  street  lighting,  the  Board  requested  the  Elec¬ 
tric  Light  Department  to  install  7  new  mercury  vapor  street  lights  at  selected 
locations  throught  the  Towi  in  1964.  These  locations  were  selected  so  as  to  be 
of  best  advantage  to  school  children  boarding  or  alighting  school  busses. 

Acting  under  authority  given  at  the  regular  town  meeting,  the  Board  has  been 
succesful  in  selling  numerous  parcels  of  Tax  Title  land. 

Working  with  the  insurance  companies,  and  after  receiving  the  cooperation  of 
Department  heads,  the  Town  buildings  have  been  put  under  a  blanket  insurance 
plan  which  gives  the  Town  greater  coverage  at  no  additional  cost. 


The  Board  has  from  time  to  time  received  complaints  and  petitions  from  the 
citizens,  which  we  feel  have  been  resolved  in  the  best  interest  of  all  con¬ 
cerned. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Town  Office,  and  its  service  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  has  been  greatly  improved  this  year  through  the  acquisition  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  Mrs.  Eilen  Spofford  as  part  time  clerk  in  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

Acting  as  the  Board  of  Health  we  have  received  and  processed  a  number  of 
complaints.  In  an  effort  to  provide  better  and  more  suitable  disposable  of 
rubbish,  the  Board  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  methods  and  site 
location  for  future  disposal.  This  committee,  consisting  of  Ralph  Dioaati, 

Forrest  Lavaiiey,  Richard  Powers,  Dudley  Sargent,  and  VVi Ibur  Wai lace, 
has  worked  conscientiously  and  diligently  for  many  weeks  and  their  findings 
and  recommendations  will  be  presented  at  the  1965  annual  town  meeting. 

At  the  elections  held  November  3  this  year,  the  voters  of  the  Town  approved 
all  alcoholic  liquor  iicenses  for  the  Town  of  Merrimac.  The  Board  of  Select¬ 
men,  acting  as  the  licensing  authority  of  the  Town,  received  4  applications 
for  all  alcoholic  beverage  licenses.  After  many  hours  of  study  and  delibera¬ 
tion,  and  after  a  public  hearing,  it  was  decided  that  only  one  application 
would  be  approved. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Elected  Board  members  and  Department  Heads,  as  well 
as  citizens  of  the  Town,  for  courtesies  extended  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  throughout  the  year.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Merrimac  for  the  fiscal  year  1963,  the  following  report  being 
submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several  de¬ 
partments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills 
for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  records  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  treas¬ 
urer  s  cash  book  and  with  the  records  of  the  departmental  payments  to  the 
treasurer,  while  the  recorded  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  treasury 
warrants  and  with  the  records  of  payments  by  the  treasurer. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  record 
of  town  meetings,  and  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  authorized  by  the 
finance  committee,  were  checked  with  the  appropriation  accounts  in  the 
town  accountant's  ledger. 


The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as 
of  December  31,  1963. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of 
payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  several  departments  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  the  town  received  money,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  12,  1964  was 
verified  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited,  by  examination  of  the  savings 
bank  books,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments  of 
the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasur¬ 
er  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and  all  transac¬ 
tions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  books  of  the  town 
accountant. 

The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were  listed  from  the 
records  of  the  treasurer,  and  all  transactions  pertaining  thereto  were  veri¬ 
fied,  including  a  comparision  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  deductions  from  employees'  salaries  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  Director  of  Inter¬ 
nal  Revenue  and  to  the  State  were  verified,  and  the  balances  remaining  in 
the  general  treasury  were  proved  with  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  taxes  and  excise  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination,  as 
well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with 
the  warrants  issued  for  their  collection. 

The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasur¬ 
er  and  with  the  accountant's  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compar¬ 
ed  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  records,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  and  water  departments  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  records  of  charges  were  analyzed,  the  recorded 
receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  account¬ 
ant's  books,  the  discounts  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  dis¬ 
counts  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
accountant's  ledger. 


Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  municipal  light  and 
water  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  receiv¬ 
ed  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  selectmen,  the  town 
clerk,  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  health 
school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  and  all  other  departments  in  which 
money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments 
to  the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  in 
the  several  departments  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  town  officials  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  town  clerk's  cash,  sum¬ 
maries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  departmental  ac¬ 
counts,  together  with  sechedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions 
of  the  trust  and  invesment  funds. 

On  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  cooperation  which  was  received  from  all  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  with  the  following  officers:

meeting  twice  a  month  on  Mondays  with  the  local  administrator  to  review  the 
administration  of  all  categories  of  Public  Assistance. 

We  are  taking  this  opportunity  to  further  acquaint  you  with  the  pres¬ 
ent  program  and  the  objectives  of  the  Public  Welfare  Agency.  The  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  Agency,  through  the  Federal  and  State  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  set  up  several  new  procedures  that  we  must  incorporate  in  our 
program.  Social  Services  — are  to  be  provided  to  recipients  in  all  categories, 
in  an  effort  to  reduce  dependency,  and  in  case  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
families,  to  strengthen  family  life.  Problems  concerning  —  Health,  Homemak¬ 
ing,  and  Education  are  to  be  explored  with  the  hope  that  in  working  coopera¬ 
tively  these  problems  may  be  solved. 


Based  on  these  services  Federal  participation  for  Salaries  have  been 
increased  to  75%,  so  that  compliance  with  these  new  requirements  means  in¬ 
creased  reimbursement  to  local  communities. 

‘ 

Based  on  our  increased  case  load  and  our  Dec.  31,  1964  payroll  we 
will  require  an  estimated  $120,000.00  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  five  categories 
and  for  the  administration  of  them.  We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$60,500.00  and  plan  to  use  our  U.  S.  reimbursements  to  supplement  the  total 
estimated  expenditure. 


The  four  Assistance  programs  that  are  largely  supported  by  Federal 
and  State  funds  are  administered  by  the  local  Welfare  Agency,  but  are  under 
supervision  of  the  State  Dept,  of  Public  Welfare.  Eligibility  requirements  are 
established  by  Federal  and  State  Legislation,  and  these  laws  and  regulations 
must  be  complied  with,  when  processing  all  applications  for  assistance.  This 
is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  all  reimbursements  due  the  town.  Denial  of 
assistance  to  applicants  can  only  be  based  on  failure  to  meet  this  eligibility 
requirement. 


A  complete  record  of  Expenditures  and  Reimbursements  will  be  found 
in  the  following  pages  of  this  report. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  and  other  per- 
ions  who  have  cooperated  so  nicely  with  us  to  make  this  year  a  very  satisfac-

REPORT  OF  THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

The  Playground  Commission  for  the  year  1964,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Arthur  Cloyd  was  considered  a  very  successful  year.  The  majority 
of  projects  that  were  undertaken  were  completed  with  the  exception  of 
the  new  Little  League  Field.  This  new  ball  field  was  graded  and  seeded 
and  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  Spring,  with  the  exception  of  the  backstop 
which  we  will  install  in  1965. 

"Old  Bess"  (as  we  call  it)  the  mower,  after  twelve  years  of  faithful  ser¬ 
vice  must  be  retired  due  to  old  age  and  unreplaceable  parts.  The  School 
Dept,  and  the  Playground  Commission  own  the  mower  jointly  and  this  corn- 
mission  will  pay  one-half  of  the  purchase  price  of  a  new  mower. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  report  the  children  who  have  the  benefit  of 
the  playground  do  not  respect  the  property  of  the  playground.  The  Little 
League  Flag  Pole  which  was  a  gift  of  the  Merrill  B.  Smith  family  was  dam¬ 
aged  by  girls,  by  bending  it  and  breaking  the  rope.  The  nets  at  the  tennis 
courts  were  also  damaged  several  times  and  required  paying  out  good  money 
for  repairs. 

Our  supervised  play  program  opened  in  July  and  continued  for  six  con¬ 
secutive  weeks  with  great  success. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  due  to  the  extra  dry  summer  which  reduced 
the  man-hours  for  maintenance  of  the  grounds,  we  were  able  to  turn  back  to 
the  town  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Fifty-Two  Dollars  and  nine  cents. 

Every  spring,  we  have  to  spend  about  Fifty  Dollars  on  the  girls  field  at 
the  old  High  School,  due  to  the  dumping  of  snow  by  the  town  on  the  field 
in  the  winter.  We  would  like  to  ask  the  Selectmen  at  this  time  to  please 
find  some  other  place  to  dump  the  snow  and  save  us  this  added  expense  in 
the  spring.

REPORT  OF  THE  MERRIMAC  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

1964 


To  the  Cit  izens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1964. 

As  you  know,  your  Committee  supervises  the  elementary  grades  within  the  town 
and  three  of  its  members  serve  on  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee. 


DIRECTORY  OF  SCHOOL  STAFF  - MERRIMAC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


At  the  present  time  there  are  506  pupils  in  Grades  1  -  6,  373  at  Pentucket, 
11  in  Haverhill  Trade  and  three  in  special  classes  in  other  communities. 


PUPIL  HOUSING 

The  present  elementary  school  building  is  crowded.  By  the  fall  of  1965 
it  is  expected  that  the  school  will  be  three  classrooms  short.  Two  classrooms 
will  be  set  up  in  the  all-purpose  room  and  one  small  area  may  be  set  up  in  some 
other  part  of  the  building.  As  you  know  this  Committee  sponsored  an  article  in 
1964  requesting  a  Building  Committee.  The  will  of  the  Town  in  this  matter  will 
determine  the  housing  furture  for  the  pupils. 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

Due  to  the  importance  of  a  firm  foundation  in  education,  much  effort  is  de¬ 
voted  to  basic  foundations,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  We  strive  to  provide 
each  child  with  learning  materials  at  his  leavel  of  learning.  Materials  that  are 
too  easy  do  not  challenge  him.  Materials  that  are  too  difficult,  frustrate  the  learn¬ 
er.  By  providing  proper  materials,  trained  personnel  and  an  atmosphere  conducive 
to  learning,  we  expect  to  help  each  child  to  progress  as  rapidly  as  he  can.

After  more  than  thirty-four  meetings,  many  of  which  were  in  consultation 
with  the  Selectmen  and  department  heads  of  the  Town,  your  Finance  Board 
respectfully  submits  their  Budget  recommendations  for  the  year  1961*  for  your 
approval.

1.  Available  free  cash  for  transfers  to  roads  and  to  reduce  taxes 
is  less  than  one  half  that  of  January  1963  and  less  than  one  third  that 
on  hand  in  January  1,  1962. 

2.  As  of  January  1,  1961*  the  uncollected  taxes  amounted  to 
$121,000.,  more  than  twice  the  amount  of  the  preceding  year. 

3.  During  1963  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  $165,000.  to  meet  the 
operating  expenses. 

]*.  There  is  insufficient  free  cash  in  the  E  &  D  account  to  trans¬ 
fer  the  usual  funds  to  the  highway  program,  therefore,  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation  recommends  that  this  money  be  borrowed. 

Reimbursements  for  Chapter  90  work  were  delayed  as  money  was  appro¬ 
priated  for  two  years  without  any  being  spent.  These  funds  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  but  are  not  available  at  the  present  time. 

Increased  costs  are  prevalent  in  most  catagories,  notably  the  School, 
Water  and  Police  Departments. 

Through  excellent  foresight  and  proper  use  of  U.  S.  Grants,  the  Welfare 
Department  was  able  to  reduce  their  requested  appropriation  by  $21,000. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  poses  many  problems. 

1.  Route  1*95  is  depleting  our  taxable  property  by  an  estimated 

$80,000. 

2.  Recent  legislation  increasing  the  real  estate  exemptions  of 
certain  persons  may  reduce  our  tax  base  by  about  $160,000. 

3.  The  proposed  Merrimack  River  anti-polution  project,  forcing 
the  Town  into  a  sewerage  disposal  program,  is  serious  and  unless 
Federal  aid  is  increased  will  impose  a  severe  hardship  on  the  Town. 

In  the  Budget  this  year,  for  clarity,  we  have  rounded  off  the  columns 
to  the  nearest  dollar.  With  few  exceptions  the  amount  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  often  reduced  from  the  original  requests,  has  met  with 
the  approval  of  the  department  heads.  The  exceptions  are  so  noted  in  the 
Budget . 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant  and  all  departments  who 
have  cooperated  so  willingly  with  us  in  compiling  this  Budget.
